ARE READY TO RUN 
TRACTION CO. CARS 


An official of the Oakland Traction Consolidated, whose name 


is purposely withheld, today asserted to a TRIBUNE reporter that 
if a strike is declared the street car system will not remain idle for 
one moment. This official asserts that the Oakland Traction.Con- 
solidated is prepared to meet any emergency, and to fill, within 
forty-eight hours, the place of every man who walks but.' 


He declared that at least two hundred of the carmen will desert 


the union if the strike is declared. He says among these will be 
men who constitute many of the oldest and most steady members. 
He also acknowledges that new men are being broken in to take 
the place of men who walk out. 


At the present time about forty men are being broken in, and 


the company has applications from many other men desiring posi- 
tions. The same official asserts that the company will not accede 
to the demands of the men, or even arbitrate with them. 


"If a strike is declared, 
the 


street car system will not be tied 
up for one minute," said one of 
the officers of the Oakland Trac- 
tion 
'Consolidated today. 
"We 


are prepared to meet any emerg- 
ency. If a strike is declared we 
are prepared to fill the place of 
every man who walks out within 
forty-eight hours, and the service 
will continue as usual. 


"We -have assurances that at 


least 250 of the carmen will leave 
the union and continue to operate 
cars if a strike is declared. We 
know that a large part of the 
men are not in favor of a strike. 
They, constitute many of our old- 
est and most steady men. Many 
of them have families to support, 
and they appreciate what the 
company has been doing for 
them. 


WILL RETAIN MEN. 


"Of course, if the present dif- 


ficulty is settled without a strike, 
all of the men will be retained, 
but those who have been the 
chief agitators must be careful 
in' the future not to infringe any 


rules, for by their action they, 
have not ingratiated themselves 
with the company, 


"If a strike is declared, the 


places of the strikers will be fill- 
ed almost immediately, and the 
new men will be retained as long 
as their services are satisfactory. 


"~ NO STOCK IN VOTE. 


"We do not take any stock in 


the standing vote that was taken 
by the carmen's union. That was 
a stampede vote that was rushed 
through without many of the 
men knowing how they voted. 
We are satisfied that a large 
part of the men are not in favor 
of a. strike, and that many of 
them will refuse to walk out. 


"New men are being broken in 


to take the places of the men 
who walk out, if a strike is de- 
clared. There are now between 
thirty and fortw men being broken 
in and we have applications from 
many, other railroad men, who 
understand the business and are 
conversant with the streets.

PRESIDENT MAHON 
MAKES STATEMENT 
TO THE TRIBUNE 


In conversation w'th a TRIBUNE reporter today, President 


W. D. Mahon of the International Carmen's Union, denied that the 
men, in a secret meeting held early yesterday morning, were in- 
fluenced into voting for the strike. He declared that each man was 
given ample opportunity to express his views upon the vital ques- 
tion. He says: 


"The statement that the vote was unfairly taken is absolutely 


untrue. First, every man who desired to take the floor and voice 
his individual opinion upon this most important matter was allowed 
to do so. 


"The vote was taken after a lengthy discussion by the members 


of the union, and was strictly in accordance with the union's laws 
governing such matters. Members voted voluntarily and without 
pressure being brought to bear, to insist upon their demands to the 
company. I will repeat that no trickery of any kind was practiced." 


President W. D. Mahon, of the 


Amalgamated Carmen's Unions, 
for the first time since his arrival 
upon the coast, fully discussed 
today with.,a TRIBUNE report- 
er, the critical street car situation 
now existing in Oakland. 


He did not hesitate to admit 


that the situation was decidedly, 
grave, and-one which was likely 
to become more serious as the 
negotiations now pending be- 
tween the street car employes 
and the magnates proceed. 


He expressed himself in no un- 


certain terms. He said he, as well 
as the other-executive officers of 
unionism are bending every ef- 
fort to reach an agreement with 
the Traction people. He declares 
that his men do not want any- 
thing unreasonable, and that 
their demands 
are 
similar to 


agreements adopted by' the street 
railway companies in the largest 
cities of-the country. 


UP TO COMPANY. 


Just what the outcome of the 


present controversy existing in 


Oakland will be, President Ma- 
hon declares will depend wholly. 
upon the railway officials. 
An 


effort is now being made and 
considerable pressure is being 
brought to bear upon the officials 
to grant the representative men 
of the union an audience, with 
a view to effecting some solution 
of the problem. • 


"The carmen of Oakland, like 


the carmen of large cities all over 
the country, object to the grad- 
uated scale of wages, such as the 
street car magnates of that city 
are now trying to 
force upon 


their employes," declared Pres- 
ident Mahon to the TRIBUNE. 


GRADUATED SYSTEM. 
"I have reference to the grad- 


uated 
system of compensation, 


covering a period of three years. 
It is a vei-y. significant fact, that, 
cannot be evaded, that under this 
unreasonable system, less than 
thirty per cent of the employes 
receive the highest rate of \frage, 
which, in the case of the Oakland 
men, amounts to but 27yi cents

WERE ON PRESIDENT'S 


PROGRAM., 


WASHINGTON, March 
JO.—Seven 


brigadier generals, all veterans of the 
Civil War, were not Included In the 
list of such officers sent to the Senate 
recently by the President, for promo- 
tlon to the grade Of Major-General. 


Their names were not omitted from 


any lack of consideration, but rather 
because In five cases they were staff 
officers and at that moment only line 
vacancies were In mind. 


In five cases the officers were at the 
head of great staff departments, and 
It was not deemed wise or desirable 
from any point of view to retire them 
at this time from active service. 


However. It if now proposed that 


at least It shall be made possible for 
them to attain the grade of Major- 
Oeneral until they actually go upon 
the retired list. 
The officers on staff duty are Briga- 
dier-General George B. Davis, Judge 
Advocate General; Brigadier General j 
Charles F. Humphrey, Quartermaster 
General; Brigadier General Alexander 
McKenile, Chief of Engineers, Briga- 
dier General Robert M. O'Reilly, Sur- 
geon General, and Brigadier General 
Francis S. Dodge, Paymaster General. 


The two line officers of the rank of 
Brigadier General are Jesse if. Lee, 
selected to command the new brigade 
post at Fort Stotienberg, Philippine*, 
and Theodore J. Wlnt, commanding 
the Department of Missouri at Omaha.

The vote was taken after a 
lengthy debate by members of 
the union, and was strictly in 
accord with the union's laws gov- 
erning such matters. A registry 
or every man entering the room 
was taken by the secretary. There 
were present at the meeting 563 
men. 
Of this number, all but fif- 


ty-five members voluntarily and 
without pressure being brought 
to bear, insisted upon their de- 
mands to the company. I 
repeat that no trickery of any 
kind was practiced. 


"The union is the judge of Us 


own laws, not the street railway 
company, and there was not a 
single expression made by an 
outsider to influence the men in 
their vote.

MANY EXTRA MEN. 


It Is reported that at the East Oak- 


land power house alone the list of extra 
motormen contains fifty-two 
names, 


•while the Hsti of extra conductors in- 
cludes fifty-live names. On March 1 
the total list of extra men at all of the 
power houses numbered only fifty-five. 


President Ellison stated this morning 


that every' possible means would be 
used to effect arbitration before a 
strike was declared. 


"We hare always been for arbitra- 


tion all the time," he said, "and we are 
still endeavoring to effect a conference 
with the company regarding the points 
at issue. 


"Of course, we are willing to make

"The question of calling a strike is 


still in abeyance, depending upon the 
result of further negotiations with the 
company.

"If It Is decided to call e. strike and 


the approval of President Mahon and 
President Cornelius Is received, It will 
then be necessary to secure the ap- 
proval of only three other members 
of the national committee.

It was reported to us 
this morning that the company last 
night requested eight members of the 
union to accept positions as Inspectors, 
and that acceptance* had been received 
from the following six: A. W. Hen- 
ning, E. McHale, A. M. Skaln, J. B. 
dimming*. M. C. Saxe and H. Fisher. 


"Under the rules of our union these 


men cannot retain their membership 
with us, for our organization cannot 
include anyone who holds an office 
under the company. If these men at- 
tempted to operate cars In the event 
of a strike they would became scabs. 
The purported duties of inspectors are 
to keep time on cars and assist In reg- 
ulating the efficiency of the service.

President Ellison was asked if the 


carmen's union had considered the case 
of the blacksmiths, the machinists, car- 
penters, painters and electricians who 
had been discharged from the Emery- 
ville shops of the Oakland Traction 
Consolidated, and replied: 


"The blacksmiths sent a committee 


to us the night we took our strike vote, 
but we had too much business on hand 
of our own that night. 


"It has been said that they were dis- 


charged because of our proceedings In

VIEWS OF A BLACKSMITH. 


Speaking on the lockout of the Em- 


ryvllle employes of the Oakland Trac- 
tion Consolidated, one of the discharged 
blacksmiths said today: 


"Our 
discharge was not caused by 


lack of material, but for the purpose 
of crippling our union and trying to 
crush out unionism Itself. 


"While the public documents of,the 


company set forth a lack of material 
as the cause of the lockout, the private 
utterances of the management 
show 


that we were discharged because union 
men could not be trusted while the 
company had a strike on Its hands 
•with another federated organization. 


"You can judge for yourself which 


of the two reasons contains the greater 
amount of truth. 


MADE A MISTAKE. 


"Manager Kelly, however, is looked 


upon a* having blundered awfully In 
his calculations. 
The boy* understand 


that he felt the strike vote of the car- 
men would result In a defeat of the 
project That, he felt, would mean the 
defeat of the carmen'* union. 
With 


that organization out of the way, he 
could, he thought, get rid of the union 
men In the shops because they were 
not *o numerically strong ai the car- 
men.

subsequently, in 
which the girl claims she was persuaded 
and cajoled Into taking |600 and signing 
a statement, to the effect that McNultj 
was not the man who assaulted 
her 
while In direct contradiction to this Is 
the statement of McNulty, who states 
that the woman blackmailed him. 


DEMANDED MONEY. 


J. M. McNulty, when called 
to 
the 
stand, testified that he was the father 
of Lester O. McNulty, and without man} 
preliminary questions Frick plunged him 
into the relation of how he and Dr. Mc- 
Nulty, another of his sons, paid 
Miss 
Olsen the first $100. It was at a con 
versatlon In the parlor of the Marshall 
home and both the father and son told 
Miss Olsen that sho had failed to iden- 
tify Lester as the man who had assaulted 
her 


She, in reply, told them that his over- 
coat had t>een found there and that tho 
papers said that It was he, and that she 
was going to prosecute him. 
McNulty then said that she-had moved 
her chair up close to him 
and said: 
"Mr. McNulty, I need $100, and If I don't 
get it I will prosecute this case." 
He 
said that between him and t&e doctor 
they scraped together $100 and that they 
had with them 
and 
gave 
her 
this 
amount. 


ANOTHER DEMAND. 


A couple of days later McNulty said 
that he received a telephone 
message 


from Miss Olsen in whloh she wanted 
to see him at once. He said that It was 
about 9 o'clock In the morning and he 
went down to the Marshall house and 
she met him at the door and took him 
into the parlor. He sat down and she 
again moved her chair up close to him 
and said:: "Mr McNulty, I must have 
another $100. My. brother laid that I 
muat get $200." The witness stated that 
he went away and said that he would 
consider the matter, but that later she 
was paid the second $100. 


FURTHER RAISE. 


It was only a few days afterwards, he 
said, when a third time she rang him 
up and asked him to come down and 
see her. He said that he was busy and 
could not come and that she then asked 
him when he could come and he said 
that he would come down that evening. 
Taking the doctor along with him they 
went to the Marshall home and In what 
had now become her accustomed 
way, 


r,he moved her chair up close to him and 
said:' "Mr. McNulty. I have got to have 
S1000 
My brother said I am a fool If 
I don't get tills money, but I am willing 
to compromise on $600." 


CALLS HER BLACKMAILER. 


Then the witness burst out In Indig- 


nation and said to her "You are only a 
little blackmailer and you will never 
get another cent of my money. 
Give 
me back what I have already given you 
and go ahead and prosecute the case or 
anything 
else 
you 
like." 
At 
thU 
juncture, however, McNulty said his son, 
the doctor, told her that e\en if his 
father would not give her the money 
he would be willing to give her $200 of 
his own money. But she stuck out for 
$500 and that he then said, as long as 
his son was going to pay it he thought 
he might as well do It, and agreed to 
give her $300 more. 
The witness stated that he became 


fearful of the sound of a female voice 
calling over the telephone to him and 
wanted to know of her when this sort 
of thing was going to stop. 


WOULD SIGN PAPER. 


She told him that she would sign a 
paper if he gave her the $300, saying 
that Lester was not the man and that 
then she would not be able to ask him 
for any more money. So she started to 
get a piece of paper but as she was go- 
ing he said that he told her that he 
did not have S300 with him 
She then told him that she would not 
sign the paper until the money was given 
to her, 
so they asked 
her 
If 
Mr. 


Marshall stood good for the amount If 
that would be satisfactory, and she said, 
"Yes, that will be all right." 


MARSHALL AS SURETY. 


So the witness said that he and his 


son went into the living-room and asked 
Mr. Marshall if he would stand good 
for $300 until the next day. Mr. Marshall 
replied that he would and he told Dor- 
othy that whatever Mr. McNulty or hli 
son he would be good for. 


Upon this assurance Dorothy Clsen had 


S-oceeded to get the piece of paper and 
r. MoNulto wrote on It the fact that 
Lester McNulty was not the man who 
had assaulted her, and she signed it and 
Dr. McNulty and J. M. McNulty both 
signer! It as witnesses.

licitation of James D. Phelan, who, in 
the Interests of the Association for the 
Jmprovement and Adornment of 
San 


Francisco, had requested Mr. Wilkins 
to submit his opinion of the cause of 
the rapid diminishing of the number 
of 
seals that have become national 


pets.

Sowing the Wind and 
Reaping the Whirlwind. 


The United Railroads of San Francisco committed the error, 


altogether too common with monopolies, of supposing itself capable 
of resisting unanimous popular opinion. 


The United Railroads enjoyed a monopoly of the street trans- 


portation system of the metropolis, and felt so entrenched behind 
that monopoly HS to be able to resist the hostile assaults of capital, 
or the force of the popular will. The managers of this monopolistic 
street car system were oblivious to the fact 
that the ultimate 


sovereignty in this country is the will of the people. The individual 
who has to deal with the public, and who is unfamiliar with this 
fact, has not mastered the most primitive principle lying at the "base 
of our Constitution, 
Public opinion is sovereign. The unanimous 


-wjlj of the people of the city, the State or the nation, is superior to 
the organic law, whether expressed in the form of a charter or a 
' constitution. 


But the managers of the street car transportation monopoly in 


, San Francisco have not only provoked 
the 
hostility 
of 
public 


opinion, but have aroused the capitalists of the community to a sense 
of the responsibility which always attends power. 
The moneyed 


men of the city were impatient witnesses of the "bullying" tactics 
of the street car monopoly, and notified the public that there was 
•an abundance of local capital ready to invest in the construction of 
,3 competing system of railroads. 
The source of this assurance 


jmade it obvious at once that no "bluff" was intended. The men 
'who came forward to say that their capital was available for the 
i purpose of protecting the city against "bullying" tactics on the part 
..of the local monopoly not only possess the capital for the accom- 
tplishment of the result, but also have a most satisfactory record in 
Ithe line of the accomplishment of like results in other fields of public 
.enterprise. The United Railroads'had thus aroused the community 
'to the point where capital was ready to enlist in the defence of public 
'decency I 


But this was not all. The municipal administration gave notice 


of sympathy and co-operation with the competing system. 
This 


was a crushing blow. It is within ^he power of the municipal ad- 
'ministration of San Francisco to grant franchises which, when sup- 
plemented with the privilege of using in common ten blocks of the 
trackage owned by the old line, makes it possible to form a network 
of railroads vastly more comprehensive than the old system, and 
reaching out into the newer portions of the city where miles of well- 
built streets are devoid of transportation facilities. 


The United Railroads had issued an ultimatum concerning 


overhead 
trolleys as against conduits 
In its formulation of its 


ultimatum it illy concealed the opinion it had entertained that the 
city was at its mercy, and that any concession made by it would be 
the result of generosity and magnanimity. It felt entrenched be- 
hind the miles of street railroad it owned atid operated throughout 
the solidly built portions of the city. It felt secure in the last 
capitalization which it represented, and in the presence of all these 
assurances of irresponsible pcmer, it believed itself to be invulner- 
able, especially to competition. 


All this is now changed. It finds itself confronted not only by 


sufficient capita! to construct a competing system of railroads, but 
with the resistless power of unanimous adverse opinion, to all of 
which is added the hearty co-operation of the municipality of San 
Francisco. 
Before this combination the United Railroads of San 


Francisco is helpless

Not the Old Proposition. 


The Reno Gazette quotes with hearty approval THE TRIB- 


UNE'S editorial advocating making Goat Island a. general terminal 
for all railroads entering Oakland, and says it was a mistake to turn 
down the original proposition t6 make a railway terminal of the 
island, The Gazette makes a mistake, however, in assuming that] 
the scheme suggested by THE TRIBUNE is essentially the same; 
as the one which provoked bitter antagonism years ago. 
Then it 


was proposed to cede the island to the Southern Pacific with a 
proviso that other roads be allowed to -use it jointly as a terminal. 
Our proposition is that the island be ceded to the State to be used in 
perpetuity as a railway terminal, and that the State retain the title j 
in fee and full control as is the case with the San Francisco water ' 
front. 
Terminal facilities can be erected without expense to the 


public by issuing bonds to be-paid, principal and interest, from tolls 
and rentals. A deep water terminus directly in the center of the 
bay would thus be provided for every railroad entering 
Oakland. 


If necessary, a belt line could be constructed that would allow all 
roads to reach the island without building on separate tracks through 
the city. Such an arrangement would be an ideal one for -transpor- 
tation convenience, for the public interest would thus be protected 
from all future contingency and no single railroad could claim ad- 
vantage over another. 
We are confident that the more this plaivis 


examined the more it will appeal to common sense as an adjustment 
of all water front difficulties. 


What Constitutes Party Treason? 


The charge of party treachery made by De Lancey Nicoll, 


Tammany Democrat and attorney for August Belmont, the traction 
magnate of New York, has naturally stirred the animals in the 
Democratic menagerie. 


It necessarily brings back to remembrance the treason of Bel- 


mont and other monopolists and gold bugs of the Eastern Democra- 
cy to Bryan in 1896 and 1900. 
Hearst retorts on Nicoll with the 


statement that his treason to Parker consisted in reminding the 
sage of Esopus that he could not gain the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people if he remained open to the suspicion of being under 
the guidance of August Belmont and Thomas F. Ryan. Hearst's 
warning was a true one, as subsequent developments proved. 
Also 


the operations of Belmont, Ryan & Co. have abundantly demon- 
strated that their influence in politics is baneful and exerted for 
selfish reasons at war with every dictate of sound public policy. 


A safe and sane President, according to their idea, is a man who 


will not interfere with the operations of high finance, the abuses of 
corporations and the insolence of organized wealth. 


Judge Parker may not be in sympathy with the designs of his 


sponsors, but in politics a man is known by the company he keeps. 
and De Lancey Nicoll frankly states that Parker owed his nomin- 
ation to Belmont and Ryan. That fact alone is sufficient to damn 
a man politically. For saying so without reservation the editor of 
the New York American is denounced as a traitor. 
If this consti- 


tutes treason, what shall a scheme to make the Presidency an ap- 
purtenance of financial exploitation on a gigantic scale be called? 


POSSESSION STILL NINE POINTS. 


Judge Morrow's decision in favor of the Southern Pacific and 


against the Western Pacific in the contention over the Oakland 
water front, reminds us that there is still considerable merit in the 
old proverb that possession is nine points of the law. The Southern 
Pacific people acquired title many years ago to most of the water 
Iront of Oakland and has been mending and repairing the title ever 
since. The new comers naturally appear in the light of jumpers, 
and will probably be legally adjudged such until new laws 
undo 


some of the transactions of the past. As the people do not appear 
to be parties to the contest, they can afford to lay back and wish 
the two railroad companies a long and merry tilt at law.—Stockton 
Record.

The Famine in Japan. 


Japan has just ended a victorious war with Russia. There is 


also famine and intense suffering in the northern islands of the 
Nipponese archipelago. A great many people are trying to figure 


• out the famine as a result of the war. 
The famine would have come 


in any event, for it is due to complete failure of crops in the most 
distant and empoverished districts of the empire. It is not an effect 
of the war, nor even remotely connected with it, for the crop failure 
was not due to non-tillage of the soil, but to elemental disturbances 
which prevented vegetable production of all kinds. It is possible 
that the heavy expenditures made necessary by the Russian war have 
hindered the government from taking more vigorous efforts to re- 
lieve the starving and dying peasants, but this is a mere assumption. 


The Japanese government has been as energetic in extending 


relief as Great Britain was in extending relief to India and Ireland 
when they were famine smitten. More energetic, indeed, than Spain 
was in aiding the inhabitants of her famine desolated provinces. 
England appealed to America to assist in relieving starvation in 
India and Ireland. 
Spain made a like appeal. Austria asked our 


assistance for her starving peasantry. Japan has only done what 
.other countries have done in like extremity. She has aided to re- 
lieve famine in other lands, therefore has a right to appeal for as- 
sistance in her turn. It appears, moreover, that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is actively and intelligently taking relief measures and is 
doing all that can reasonably be expected. 


The pictorial effect created by drawing a contrast between the 


triumphant return of a victorious army, flaunting pennons of prow- 
ess and exhibiting mementos of victories achieved, and the mel- 
ancholy reception by hollow cheeked peasants, dying of hunger, is 
too tempting for the average writer to be carefully scanned as to 
actual relation. Poverty, privation and starvation are the antithesis 
of military glory, 
though 
often its 
necessary attendant and 


consequence, but in this instance war is not even a remote cause} 
for the terrible suffering in northern Japan. 
', 


It is stated that Japan has money for war but nqne to buy 


'bread for her starving people. 
This is picturesque, but it is 


hyperbole. 
The Japanese government is spending money to feed 


her starving, but in Japafi as here the expenditure of public money 


vis hedged about by laws and restrictions which cannot be swept 
away at a moment's notice to meet unforseen emergency. 
Relief 


is being hurried to the famine stricken districts as fast as possible, 
and when the whole story is told in the end, it will probably show 
that the Japanese government has again taught the civilized world 
a lesson in efficiencv and humanity.

"Modern Christianity" lut night, under 
the auspices of the Pacific Theological 
Seminary, at the First Conrrecatlonal 
Church. He said: 


"I am to speak on the "Theological 


Interest of Modern Chrtatlanlty." 
The 


term In which I speak of the theological 
attitude of modem Christianity In differ- 
ent from that In which I am to speak 
of Its moral attitude. Its moral attitude 
Is one of concern. I am not disposed to 
use so strong an expression to represent 
our theological Inquiries or controversies. 
I note the absence, of these passions and 
emotions 
which 
theology 
has 
often 
evoked. 


GREAT SUBJECTS. 


"It may be well for us to pause a 


little to Inquire Into the reasons for thli 
somewhat unusual result. I should at- 
tribute It to the greatness of the subjects 
Involved; they are subjects which relate 
themselves to Christianity as a whole, In 
which all parts of the Christian church 
are alike Interested. 
The divisions of 


Christendom are based for the most part 
on questions of order or polity; purely 
doctrinal questions occupy but a small 
place In such divergences. 
Theological 


divisions exist on the other hard within 
the most closely welded organizations. 
It Is the incrulry which touches the dis- 
tinctive doctrine which awakens concern. 
Tho conditions are ripe for party feel- 
ing and party action. But when a, ques- 
tion arrives of the magnitude of that In- 
volved In evolution It distributes Itself 
over the whole area of Christianity. 


THEOLOGICAL ISSUES.. 


"The origin of the more recent theo- 


logical Issues did not arise from within 
the church. 
A very considerable time . 


elapsed before the evolutionary theory ' 
entered Into the discussions of the church 
In the form of the higher criticism. The 
early discussion, therefore, took the form 
of criticism rather than of controversy. 
Now, 
criticism Is a most enjoyable sub- 


stitute for controversy; and there was 
ample field for criticism In the crudities 
of the eaily presentation of the theory of 
evolution. 
But the discussion remained 


for so long a time In this stage of crit- 
icism that the popular mind became 
familiarized with the Idea itself before 
It awoke to Its real significance. 


"And when the significance of the 


theory of evolution was recognized It was 
seen that Its disturbing 
power 
was 


within the region of method: that It did 
not really purport to offer a substitute 
for the religious conception of the uni- 
verse. 


REASONS FOUND. 


"In these and like reasons I find the 


outward explanation of the comparative 
calmness 
of 
the 
theological 
period 


through which we have been and are 
now passing. At no time has the church 
lost its hold upon the great certainties 
of the faith. 
But the far deeper and 


true explanation lies In the fact at whtch 
I have hinted—the fact of the co-opera- 
tion, unconscious at first, of the Intel- 
lectual forces of the modern world with 
the religious spirit. W« must not over- 
look the part which religion plays as 
the reformer of theology; It Is generally 
assumed that theology la tho master and 
religion the servant It would, I think, 
be a fair statement to say that In ordi- 
nary times religion Is dominated by the 
current theology and derives Its Inspira- 
tion from It; but that upon occasion, 
the religious spirit takes theology In hand 
and makes the reformation of It, to the 
point of reality. Its great business. 


RELIGIOUS SITUATION. 


"The religious situation at th» be- 


ginning of tho modern movement, as I 
have dated It, may be characterized as 
strong and active, and not satisfied with 
Its theological environment. 


"The theological Interest 
of modern 


Christianity centers around 
three 
In- 


quiries—first, the apprehension of Ood, 
the constant Inquiry of the human soul. 
In the historic order, Inquiry was first 
directed toward th« nature of God. The 
orthodox or Catholic faith Is "that wa 
worship one God in trinity and unity In 
trinity," So far as modern thought Is 
concerned this conception will survive, 
In that modern thinkers hold a con- 
ception of the person of Christ equiva- 
lent to that which made necessary the 
formulation of the doctrine of the trinity. 
The modern mind Is doubtless Impatient 
of the terms In which the divinity of 
Christ was conceived, preferring to locate 
his dlvlneness In his humanity, 
but 


change of terms does not alter the fact of 
divinity. 


CHARACTER OF QOD. 


"The Inquiry of the reformed theology 


was set toward the character of God. 
Compare the Athanaslan creed with the 
'Westminster Confession and you wilt 
see the change. 
The great outcome of 
this Inquiry Is the doctrine'of the atone- 
ment. I do not think that very much.

NEW YORK, March 
SO.—In 
the 


course of his interview published to- 
day, in which he discusses his actions 
following the revelations of the legis- 
lative insurance investigations, Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome advocates the 
enactment by the present legislature 
of a law making It larceny forAn offi- 
cer of a corporation to make political 
contribution from the funds of the 
corporation. 
Mr. Jerome has before 


rendered an opinion that such political 
contributions' do not constitute iarcenj- 
under the existing statutes. 
On this 


point he says: 


"I am of the opinion that It is not 


possible in any way to justify In the 
form of morals the contribution of cor- 
porate funds for political purposes. If 
these contributions do not constitute 
larceny the law on this subject ought 
to be immediately changed 
by 
the 


present legislature by the enactment of 
a statute so unequivocal in its form 
that an officer of any corporation using 
its funds for such a purpose would be 
subject to punishment exactly as if 
he had stolen these funds. 


"The shortest way to ascertain what 


the law on the subject was in the ab- 
sence of the unequivocal instruction 
from the court to the grand jury was 
by the procedure -which I have adopt- 
ed, because whatever the decision be- 
low may be, an appeal lies to the Ap- 
pellate division, and "being an appeal 
from an order It can te brought up for 
final determination in the month of 
April. 
Because of 
the 
unfortunate 


misunderstanding which has grown up 
between the court and the grand Jury 
and myself on the subject the plans I 
had devised were of necessity in a 
measure changed. 
I had planned to 


cast into groups certain transactions, 
the criminality of which were doubt- 
ful and to obtain a ruling from the 
court in regard to each of these groups. 


BELIEVED CRIMINAL. 


Each of the groups of transactions 
was such as was believed by the pub- 
lic at large to be highly criminal, and 
while in one sense it was no part of 
my duty as a law officer to consider 
public opinion, it seems to me that a 
public officer should, when it Is pos- 
sible, make 
plain to the people at 


large the motives and reasons which 
guide and control his conduct. 


"And 
I had hoped by the plans -which 


I had formed to make it perfectly clear 
to the people at large what acts were 
criminal and what acts were not, and 
when I had cleared the ground by ju- 
dicial decision—eliminating these large 
groups of transactions which are prob- 
ably not criminal—to have the public 
at large Informed and then attack the 
residuum and by an investigation be- 
fore the grand Jury ascertain clearly 
and definitely the facts and whether 
any, and, if any, what crimes had been 
commltted-

HOTEL ARRIVALS 


LENS, France, March 30.—Fourteen of 


the 1200 miners who were entombed in the 
coal mines at Couneres twenty days ago, 
were taken from the mine alive and woll 
today. 


They had lived on hay found in one of 


the underground stables and the morsels 
of food which they took into the mine 
with them nearly three weeks ago. 


All attempts to rescue the entombed 


men had been abandoned more than two 
weeks ago. 


The sudden appearance of the im- 


prisoned men caused stupefaction. 
A 


gang of salvagers had just completed 
their 
night's work when they were 


startled to see a group of miners, ter- 
ribly haggard and exhausted and with 
eyes sunken, appear from a remote 
part of pit No. 2. 
The strongest of 


the party said they had broken out of 
a distant gallery where they had been 
entombed since the disaster of March 
10th 
The rescued men were taken 


up the elevator but were unable to see 
owing to the dazzling daylight. 
The 


mine officials were deeply affected as 
the weeping survivors were taken to a 
hospital 
The men were able to talk 


feebly but audibly. They all asked for 
news of relatives or friends and wish- 
ed to go home immediately. The doc- 
tors, however, prevented them 
with 


difficulty from so doing. Later crowds ] other hand I was not a cens-or of mor- 
besleged 
the mines in the hope of 


further escapes, necessitating the em- 
ployment of a strong police force and 
detachments of troops to maintain or- 
der. It-is said that others of the en- 
tombed miners are alive and about to 
be brought out, their signals having 
been heard. 


One of the men rescued today, a 


man named Nemy, said that for the 
first eight days the party ate the bark 
off the timbers of the mine. 
Later 


they found the decomposed body of a 
horse, which they cut up and ate with 
hay. 
The survivors brought up por- 


tions of the decomposed horse meat. 


Nemy, who was the most lucid of 


the miners who escaped, graphically 
described their imprisonment as fol- 
lows: 
'After the explosion I groped 
rny 


way about, stumbling over bodies and 
seeking 
refuge 
from the gases. I 


found some comrades sheltered In a 
remote niche. We ate earth and bark 
for eight days. 
, "We continued to grope among the 
bodies, seeking for an outlet from our 
prison but were forced back time and 
again. We found some hay which we 
ate and two days after we found a 
dead horse which we cut up and ate 
with the hay and bark 
We suffered 


most for the want of water. 
Finally 


we became desperate and 
separated 


Into three parties and communicated
